Tu brutal .polics outrage reported in our 
issue of Saturday, remains unexpiated. ‘The 
public of: this colony are-certainly the most 
enduring community we ever heard of ;. mal 
administration proceeds without check, and 
fructifiey as it goes. It has been conclusively 
demonstrated that wickedness and.corraption 
have permerted the action of the local go- 
vernment.of Hongkong to an extent unknown 
in any other cotong,,but it etill remains to be 
demonstrated what; indignity. and degres of 
maladministration will excite the public voice 
of this comummniiy. We were in hopes that 


| the case before us would have elicitedia symp- 


tom ofjoint action, to the end that honest indig- 
nation st- inhumasity, and:strong repugnance 
at official brutality might be respectfully 
submitted and duly recorded. Nothing is 
easier; a letter couched in proper terms, signed 
by all who witnessed the outrage, or who feel 
indignant ut the result of it, and sent in to 
the “Coloniul Secretary; would produce the 
desired effe:t- Snch-s letter world have to 
be sent to Downing Street, and might bamoved 
for’ ia’ the House sf Commons.. If Governor, 
Robinson withheld satisfaction, he would in- 
votve hin:self in the odium, so that the fullest 
expiatiou is in the hands of.the community ; 
lt. instead of taking’ advantage .of it, they 
unpack their hearts like fish fags, finding cov- 
solation in course expletives, or high flown 
oratory. . Such a set of sheepish twaddle-pots 
were surely never before entrusted with the 
‘duties und responsibilities of citezanship. 
Really the govérnment they have, wretched 
as it is, is wlmost as Fat they deserve. 


Having thus given vent to our teélings, we 
proceed to. cinmmerige the:cese before us, It 
seems then that about eleven o'clock last 
Thurs-lay night, a drunken railor wes resting 
on the club steps,-and that he resisted the 
Police tn their attempts.to remove him. So 
far al] stories agree, but no further. We will 
give the resL of the case ina faithful precis 
of the evidence. 

George Gurver, v police eonstable deposed 
that two Indian’ constables applied to him to 
assist them in removing a. drnunsk ‘sailor 
frou the. club steps. The sailor became :vio- 
lent. Inspector Ellis came. * ‘I'he two Indian 
constables gave Ellis their muskets.to hold, 
and Ellis held them until he reached the 
Station. A number-of.gentlemen came frum 
the club, and attempted to rescue the sailor, 
who had » wound in tho:head from a fall in 
the struggle: no blow was struck. 

‘The next witness was one of the Indian 
constal les who corroborated Graver's testi- 
mony in’ ever particular. ‘Ibeie’ unanimity

Such is the evidence of the police. . ‘The 
tenor and ‘effect of itis, than an Inspector 
tind four constables were. employed in taking 
a sailor who was dead drunk to the Station ; 
that their prisoner ‘without attempting any 
offensive violence, simply. resisted his appre- 
hension ; that in the. scuffle the sailor-receiv- 
ed by a fall a wound in the head; that.a 
number of gentleraen froin the club atteripted 
to release the sailor, and that the Inspector 
deetning it ‘necessary to knock him down 
pusbed him with-the buttend of a musket ant 
he fell. t 

This is corroborated. by all the police wit- 
neises: the ‘only conflicting. portion of their 
{estunony being on apparently an immaterial 
poiut, but, as will hereafter appear, on which 
the wholo weight.of the avidence turns. Ail 
the police witnesses except ‘one swose that, 
to be the better able to grapple with the sai-- 
lor, the two Indian constables handed their 
uiuskets over to Tuspector Ellis, and that he 
fept them until he reached the Station. ‘The 
witness whuse evidence differed was onc of these 
very two Indian Constables, whofnot‘only swore 
that he had never handed over his musket-to 
Inspector Ellis but that veither had the other 
Indian constable; in fact’ that he had ‘never 
parted with his musket and that Ellis held 
no musket at-all. It must be. carefully bora 
in mind that this witness’ musket was broken 
as he alleged by the sailor throwing it away,

inasmuch as the pies had not a-scratch on 
it, Now for ‘the evidence on the other side.

Mr. F: B. Fairley, sub-accountant in’ the 
Orientst Bank, witnessed, the fracas at an 
earlier stage than Mr. Ray, for he deposed that 
he saw. one European constable strike the 
sajlor in-the scuffle, and one of the’ Indians 
dragging the prisgner by the hair: witness saw 
Ellis deliberately raisea muskat and with both 
hands on the barrel strike the sailor a very 
heavy blow which felled im. . Witness heard 
something orash, but whether it was the inus- 
ket or the man’s head, he could not tell. Was 
positive Ellis-had but one musket. 

Mr. W. S. Riddell, a clerk inthe Orientul 
Bank, corroborated Mr Fairley’s evidence, ud- 
ding that the blow which Ellis gave the uai- 
lor wes so"heavy that he shuddered, fancying: 
the sailor was killed by it. 

‘Mr. ‘Sangater: of the Registrar Geieral’s 
office, guve- corroborative testimony, adding 


broken by the force of the blow. 

There were’ ntimbers of other most respec- 
table witnesses, but it was naturally deemed 
a waste of tine to call them: 

So here we have the other side of. the story, 
whieh is this: a poor sailor obtained leave, and 
becoming dead’ druok- lay down on thé club 
steps. Five policemen attempted to take him to 
the station, but not understanding that branch 
of:their duty, tliey abused “him: stiamefully, 
winding up their brutality by felling bim with 
the butt end of a musket. ’ 

Which side of the story‘is true? If any 
doubt were’ cast wpon the evidence of the 
four gentlemen called, there were still a dozen 
others to examine—but no doubt was, cast 
upon their testimony, and therefore the charge 
againt the: police is. not. confined to gross 


that he was of opinion that the musket was [ 


brutality, palpable subornation of perjury 
being clearly proved.” How came it thnt all 
the police evidence so consistently denied the 
infliction of -the blow which horrified alt the 
gentlemen who saw und heard it? Could 
that be effected except hy x preconcarted 
rangement ? How came the story to be coi 
ed about the brutal inspector holding both 
muskett untilhe reached the station? Why 
simply to show: that holdinz two muskets, 
stch a blow as twenty gentlemen saw him 
strike could not have-been struck at all! 
Surely the police must be pretty well assured 
of immunity againt perjury ere they would 
maka the attempt in the face if such odds as 
existed arainst them:on this occasion? Was 
the musket broken’ as the Indian voustable 
describes ?. The by-standers ull say. that the 
blow was strony anough to brenk the musket 
and some say they thought they heard the 
musket break. A’ gentleman in- bed iv 
threo story lonse hard hy, heard tw. his: hor- 
ror, thethrud of the blow-— true, that is not on 
evidence but it illuminates the evidence given. 
The testimony of the Indian to whom the broken 
musket belonged is quite unreliable. —it dif: 
fere froni all the police evidence inasmuch xe 
he denied that. hehanded his musket to Ellis; 
and it differs from the evidence of. the by- 
standers, inasmuch as be denied that. Ellis 
had any. musket at all. in bis hand.  There- 
fore is the évidence of this man as to. the 
broken musket to be’ tuken éyainst the pro- 
bability, ag well a# against the belief of the by- 
standers that it was broken by the How? Be- 
sides if .a musket were flung as the Indian 
avers the -sailor Hung his, there niust be 
scratches or murks on jt—there were none. 

It may seem odd thaé the two: Indians dis- 
agreed s0 widely in their évidence. * Jt will 
be observed that they bot exculpate Ellis— 
and the one who owned the broken musket 
had to.account for .the -fractnre of the stock 
to effect this. The only conclusion. we can 
come to is, that a bad interpreter was employ- 
ed in teaching the man his lesson: he-under- 
stood that he had to exculpate Ellis, and do- 
ing it his own way instead of the way his 
corarade did, he bas “ blown the gaff.” 

. We declare it to be impossible te reconcile 
the disorepencies in the evidence between the 
Police and the by-stenders: and “it, being. 
equally impossible to doubt the latter, perjury 
is fastened on to the former in denying. what. 
did take plece, and subornation of perjury in 
swearing to what never occurred. ‘The charge } 
of brutality it is superfluous to enlarge iipon, } 


further than by. remarking that aman who 
would strike a “ lead-drunken,” sailor as it is 
proved Inspector Ellis did, is just the man 


wlio would (ry to avert the consequences by |_ 


the means which were employed: ; 
And'now reader observe the’ result, The 
Magistrate-said, “that much unneccessery 
“violence bad ‘been used: by. Ellis,” “who had 
“as mas proved, ‘commiticd an error of judg- 
“ ment, lost his presence of mind ‘ind ought, 
“to have known better.””” His:iorship then 
considers the charge against. the Inspector 
proved--that is, of administering stich a blow to 
asailor, dead drunk, with the butt end of a 
wiusket, us to cause some of the by-staaders 
to believe that death would result, and others 
that the musket had broke, which no donbt 
it had. ‘This cowardly, revolting brutality ix 
deemed by the bench ‘an error in judgment,” 
a lose presence of mind.” So Eh! What 
satisfaction have the public, that in the ab- 
sence of European hy-standers, “‘errois in 
judgment,” and “aberration of intellect,” 
may net cause police officers who have not 
served 80 long as Inspector Ellis has done, to 
proceed even much further than he did? 

- But surely, “ertors in judgment,” and ab- 
evraticna of intellect will not form palliative 
for perjury and suboruation of pexjury:! -‘The 
Magistrate by pronouncing Ellis guilty, com- 

letely ignored the sworn ‘testimony of the 

olice: yet positively he seemed to deem 
perjury on the'purt ‘of the, Police such a per- 


it worth while even to refer to it! 

‘This burlesque on jastice did not énd hera. 
His worship: havings<been: compelled ta find 
Ellis guilty, of the’ bratal agsault, required 
somnething te moaltify. bis official magninimaty, 
so after huving by an extraordidary obtusity of 
judicial vision, hushed up the perjury partof the 
case, he must needs administer a rebuke to the 
bystanders. It seems that when Ellis struck 
the fearful blow’ described, some ‘of the gen- 
tlemen present cried“ shame.” Hear 
Hie Worship (after swallowing the perjury 
part of the casa). ‘He must however say, 


«conlookers to give expression to their feelings, 
“by cries of Shame, which were cualeulated 
«to excite aprisoner and to indace” him to 
«make a more determined resistance "—es- 
pecially we suppose after » vsusket had been 

roken over. his head, ‘causing. him to fall 
insensible, and as some of the onlookers 
thought, killed” at ‘ 

And now for the sentence. Ellis was fin- 
ed fifteen. dollars—whether fur ‘derilection of: 
duty or for assault, appears not. True le was 
slightly réprimanded, but ‘so: were the by- 
standers.. - As for the poor sailor, what he 
bad done to be fined at all we do not’ know— 
but even if he had done wrong, ‘the brutal 
treatment he ‘had received. should have been.
